Ottawa, February 8th— Party lead- 
quarters are donning their armor and 
marshalling their forces for the 
of ballots on March 26th. Since the 
abrupt dissolution of parliament to 
give way to a new election to be held 


within the minimum statutory periou, 
the political events of interest have 
been the explanations from the Prime 
Minister of his action, a manifesto is- 
sued by the C C F party condemning 
Mr King’s action as arbitrary and 
the “negation of democracy,” having 
prevented discussion in parliament of 
the government’s conduct of the war, 
and criticism from Dr Manion, the 
Conservative leader of the govern- 
ment’s “unfair and impulsive” dissol- 
ution of parliament, In addition, Dr 
Manion has levelled bitter attacks on 
the Minister of National Defence, Mr 
Rogers, a point of sharp criticism be- 
ing the alleged lack of proper cloti- 
ing tor British Columbia units of the 
overseas force. Answering the charge 
Mr Rogers referred to reports of Ord- 
nance Officers that all members of the 
British Columbia units had woollen 
underwear, battle dress and army 
coats, General attacks on himself and 
his department, the Minister said, 
would be answered during the cam- 
paign. 

The Prime Minister and most of bis 
cabinet wlil not make extensive speak: 
ing tours during the election cam- 
paign. They will remain at their posts 
ia Ottawa directing Cauada’s war act- 
ivities; they will present their case 
to the people in the min by radio and 
through newspapers, Mr King explain- 
ed recently he was sorry he had to 
forego the “pleasantest part of elect- 
ion campaigns”, the personal contacts 
with the electors. Since the war start- 
ed, he said, he had not had a_ single 
day's relief from work. He proposed 
to maintain that program so long as 
necessary ‘but there is a limit to one’s 
endurance,” On his part, the National 
Conservative leader, Dr Manion has 
proclainied and explained a promise, in 
case his party is elected, to form a Na- 
tional Government. His idea, he said, 
is that at this time of world crisig and 
national danger, the people do not 
want “petty bickerings of party con- 
tinuously sounding in their ears, ‘They 
do want, when this election is over, a 
government of the best men available 
irrespective of politics to handle our 
war effort.” Both the old parties and 
“it possible all important parties in 
the House of Commons” would be re- 
presented in the proposed cabinet. No 
outstandingly able man would be 
kept out because of party affiliations. 
Leaders in business and industry 
would necessarily be included. 

There is likely to be comparative 
quiet in political arena for a fortnight 
or longer while finishing touches are 
put to party organizations, When key 
speeches are made or complete mani- 
festos issued, the public will get a 
clear picture of the-general lines otf at- 
tack and defence. The issues will un- 
doubtedly be almost exclusively con- 
fined to teh government’s conduct of 
the war on both military and econom- 
ic sides. ‘he sudden dissolution of 
parliament wil laiso be the subject ot 
platform discussions, But other dom- 
estic issues those at least not con- 
cerned directly with the war will un- 
questionably have to take a secondary 
place until the war ends, 

During teh last week of January 
war orders issued by the Supply Board 
reached a total of over 15 1-2 million 
dollars, the largest sum expended in 
any week since the war began. The 
major part of the contracts was for 
the construction of anti-submarine 
vessels of the “whale catcher” type. 
These orders amounting to $13,200,000 
were placed with shipbuilding com- 
panies in Montreal, Quebec and Sorel, 
Further orders for the same type of 
boats will shortly be placed with ship- 
yards in other parts of Canada. The 
Dominion ig thus beginning to take a 
more important role in the work of 
combatting the U boat menace. In all, 
arrangements are being made to build 
«6 “whale catchers” in Canada, A list 
of all the war orders isued by the Sup- 
ply Board and its predecessor the De- 
fence Purchasing Board between July 
14th and the end of the year has been 
published, It aggregates 61 million dol- 
lars, It does not include purchases of 
the montb of January. 

Broadcasting During The Election—

1 1-4 hours. The distribution was ar- 
ranged and agreed upon by represent- 
atives of the parties and was based on 
the average of the popular vote of the 
four groups in the 1930 and 1935 elec- 
tions. What time might be alloted to 
new parties would depend on the ex- 
tent of their organization, the number 
of candidates, etc, Paid election broad- 
casting will be confined to privately 
owned stations for local and provin- 
cial distribution, (except in the case 


of Chicoutimi, where the CBC is the 
only station giving local service). 
As war conditions have caused a 


shortage of fresh fish in Britain, the 
Minister of Fisheries has appointed a 
Fishing Advisory Board of eleven 
members to arrange the orderly sup- 
ply of Canadian fish to the British 
market.

A farm boy, who by dint of hard 
work, put himself through university 
and won several scholarships for out-

The youth then attended normal 
school at Camrose and then taught 
school for three years, saving his mon- 
ey to put himself through university. 
He attended the University of Alberta 
where he was president of the Stud- 
ents’ Union. He graduated in 1930 
with his B, A. and first class honors in 
history. In 1932 he was awarded an 
overseas scholarship and attended the 
Zimmern School of International Pol- 
itics t Geneva. In 1938 he was award- 
ed his L, L. B. from the University of 
Alberta. He also was a member of the 
University teaching staff for one 
year. 

Mr Manning is now engaged in the 
practice of law in Calgary, being as- 
sociated with the firm of Scott and 
Milvain. 

He is well versed in political mat- 
ters and has been closely allied with 
the Conservative movement for many 


years. 

Speaking at a recent meeting in Cal- 
gary, Dr G. D. Stanley, former Conser- 
vative M. P., told a large audience, 
when introducing Mr Manning, “He 
Was not born with a silver spoon in 
his mouth. Every step of his education 
and ambition was won through hard 
work,”

Edmonton, Feb. 8th— It probably 
will be a short session of the Alberta 
legislature that opens this Thursday, 
but it is likely to be a merry one in 
spots. 

A tight within the party is an im- 
Mediate prospect because a group of 
the Social Credit members, long tired 
of teh political maneuverings of the 
premier, think that now is the time for 
action, 

The Social Credit party's policy of 
trying to mix religious appeals with its 
politics to gain support, and the whole 
record of its doctrines and its real act- 
ivities, got a complete answer in Que- 
bec last week from the head of the 
Roman Catholic church in tel whole 
dominion, Cardinal Villeneuve issued a 
statement saying that a commission of 
theologians studying the Social Credit 
doctrine had not implied any approval 
of Social Crediton behalf of the 
church, Then teh prince of the eburch 
gave this public order, 

In view of the uncertain character 
of this doctrine and the electoral ex- 
ploitation which could be made, no 
priest or member of the clergy in the 
Quebec diocese will give the support 
of his name to Social Credit defenders 
or organizations, and no priest or 
member will be allowed to attend Soc- 
ial Credit public meetings at all. 

Certain members of the Alberta leg- 
islature who have remained sincere in 
the aims on which they were elected 
in 1935, opposed to all the political 
hedge-‘Rumping which the Premier has 
been carrying on, want to show where 
they stand. Those members have been 
continuinf to sit on the gcvernment 


side of the house and in the  caucu:

Insiders know that the talk about 
the provincial bauk is more window- 
dressing and a lame excuse for an elec 
tion, They know although Aberhart 
Says now that the people must have a 
chance to express an opinion on it, and 
an application must be made before 
parliament meets in April, there evid- 
ently was no such necesity prior to the 
session at Ottawa, which, starting last 
month, had been expected to last sev- 
eral months. 

They know that Aberhart know 
no federal government could or would 
betray the people of all Canada by 
granting any provincial government 
fancy privileges to manufacture “magic 
money” thus ruining the value of ail 
Canadian money. They know that a 
provincial bank must be controlled by 
the same rules as are all chartered 
banks, controlled by the federal par- 
liament and the government. 

Those insiders know that whereas 
chartered banks can be sued and all 
their shareholders are liable to be ass- 
essed double the amount of their stock 
holdings in case of failure, such protec- 
tion for depositors cannot exist in a 
provincial bank because no goveri- 
ment can be sued without its own per- 
mission, They know that the ‘1 reas- 
ury Branch es” are nothing but an ex- 
pensive election toy. They know that 
the Alberta government has defaulted 
on payments of $20,000,000 in the past 
four years, and therefore is not a heal- 
thy risk for any depositor. 

The provincial government's “in 
vestigation” of the Alberta oil indust- 
ry has entered its third calendar year, 
having started in 1938, and run all 
through 1939. J. J. Frawley, K. C., of 
the Attorney general’s department, 
called a sitting for Monday of this 
week, to hear evidence of the Alberta 
Petroleum association, 

Headed by Mr. Justice A. A. McGill- 
ivray, the royal commission has made 
an exhaustive study of dozens of as- 
pects of the industry, in some cases 
calling for evidence far beyond the 
ponts whieh Frawley had planned. It 
was expected that the commission's 
report would be presented to the legis- 
lature at this se8sion & that the house 
would be able to study it and act upon 
it if desired. The closing down of the 
legislature by the prmier in order to 
spring a provincial election, however.

In connection with the question of 
freight rates Mr Liesemer stated that 
there wa; a deliberate and definite dis 
crimination against the prairie proy- 
inces, He illustrated this statement by 
glaring examples, two of these were 
barbed wire and canned goods, the

He made reference to the renewal of 
the right of Habeas Corpus by the 
War Measures Act, and the unpreced 
ented dissolution of parliament ...
